DK.tTit or Capt. Err.rNE M. Sciiem.. Eioirnr- 
mat Indiana.— Wc learn with pain of the death 
of Capuin Eugene M. Schell, Hint Indiana, in 
the battle of the lfith in front of NashTiUe, who 
wa» shot while gallantly leadin;; hU men 
against the* enemy. 

The New Albany Ledger enys Captain Schell 
entered the nerrire as a private, being engaged 
prcTloue to his enlistment as a compositor in 
the newe-room of the Lonisylllo Journal. For 
gallant conduct on the field he was promoted to 
the r.tnk of a Second Lieutenant, and afterwards 
to a First Lieutenancy. At the battle of Chick- 
atnauga he was actino; Adjutant of the 81st, and 
Xor Ida braTcry was honorably mentioned in 
the official rtporU of that aanguinary engage- 
ment. 

Cnpt. Schell haa been in al) of the many fights 
In which hi* regiment participated, and has 
ev«r iKirne himself with distinguished bravery. 
On the resignation of Captain Northcnt, he was 
at once promoted to the captaincy of his com- 
pany, and served in this capacity with distin- 
guished honor. lie was a strict disciplinarian, 
and a faithful bnt kind-hearted officer. If he 
had one fault it was that of daring gallantry. 
Indiana hat lost many brave officers in the pres- 
ent war. but none of nobler spirit or more gen- 
erous, telf-sacrificing impulse than Captain 
Eugene M. Schell. ITU death will be mourned 
by a wide circle of friends. 

Owv. Ltos's Oi'kratio-«3. — Advicea from 
Cairo up to the 18th, report that the rebels have 
a battery of nine guns above, and one of five be- 
low EddyvUle. A few milet below Clarktville 
they ate reported to have thirty guns in one 
battery, which were attacked by three gnnboata. 
They drove the gunboat* away, seriously dis- 
abling one. The gunboat Cincinnati, the best 
iron-elad In the fleet, is reported disabled and 
vater-bound at ClarksviTlo. A portion of Gen- 
eral Lyon's command, with twelva gnns, is re- 
ported marching npon Smithland, Kentucky, 
and at last accounts was within sixteen miles of 
that place. TJie gnnboat No. 33, ran the bat- 
teries at Eddyville Friday, and was severely fired 
upon. The boat did not attempt a fight with 
the battery. Padtieah and Smithland are both 
prepared for the expected attack. 

A gang of fifty-guerrillas attacked onr picketa 
at White's Station, near Sleinphis. After firing 
a Tolley they fled, and were pursued by a dc- 
tatchmcDt of the Hth Iowa. Four of them 
were captured and taken to Memphis, and 
lodged In Irving block. 

Roving bauds of rebels are visiting almost 
every county of Western Kentucky, and the 
greatest excitement exists among the people. 
They have never before been so bold or so 
numerous. 

Nr.w Books.— Dick ifc Fitzgerald, New York, 
ar- always bringing out something both inter- 
esting and amusing. They have lately issued 
'The American Boys' Book,." and the "Amcri- 
*t*n Ilojle," both books of instruction in tlieir 
way.

Tiibuue, from St. Paul, dated December 14th, 
says: 

Amos Whallan, a citizen of St. Panl, returned 
yesterday from Montana. Idaho, where he has 
been for nearly thiee .".ears, lie was there be- 
fore any mines of importance were opened, and 
his. statements are perfectly reliable. Ue says 
the reports which have been circulated concern- 
ing gold in that region have injured that Terri- 
toiy as well as the people that weut. A sober, 
industrious man who will remain there perma- 
iieutly,-or for a number of years, and who will 
be contented to start slowly, is always, certain to 
succeed. He think* about live millions of gold 
lias already been taken out. The claims will 
average from to $20 per day per mau, some 
of course make a much larger amount. .Miners 
receive «V> per day, and other expense* of claim 
owners are heavy, so Uiat claims which realize 
handsomely may not bring much profit. There 
are lroin iiftcen to twenty thousand miners 
there: Silver leads in large milBbtjn have been 
discovered there, and assays by scientific men 
sbow that the tieM of silver varies from two to 
twelve hundred dollars per ton. 

David MeWnin. who cnlioted in Chicago on 
September 2d, received SsoDO bouuty, and de- 
serted immediately, was arrested here yester- 
day. A deserter named Johnson, from the 58th 
Indiana, was also arrested here yesterday. After 
deserting he married a woman' from Alton, in 
Chicago, and stole $3,000 from her and eloped 
with a lewd woman from Crystal Lake. They 
vreie arrested together yesterday.

ExTRAOniUNARV Ooi'liAOK ANI> En DVB AN' "K. 

At the battle of Po river, Virginia, May 10, Wil- 
liam N. Kellennan, of the HHth Pennsylvania 
regiment, received three distinct wounds, one 
on the right shoulder, another on the chin, and 
the third near and entirely depriving him of the 
use of bis t ight eye. He rejoined his regiment 
on the 13th of August, when the 6ccoud corps 
was on the march to Deep Bottom. The fol- 
lowing day he was so injured by the concussion 
of a shell that he was removed from the field 
insensible, and was not enabled to report for 
duty until the 13th of October. On the 27th of 
that month, and while the second and third di- 
visions were making a reconnoissance on the 
left, General Miles, commanding the first di- 
vision, directed a demonstration on the rebel 
fort in front of his line. Kellermaa was selected, 
with other*, for the purpose. They charged 
amid a heavy tire, and succeeded in driving the 
enemy from the fort, capturing a number of 
prisoners, with whom Kelleiman was sent to 
the rear. Having performed this duty, he 
stnrted back to rejoin his comrades, iu the 
meantime the rebels had rallied, and our ticops 
were compelled to fall back. Kt-ilcrman in the 
dai kness did not observe this until near the fort, 
when he came upon the rebel picket line, which 
bud been establiahed in his abseucc. Fortu- 
nately he was unobserved, and sittkiug down 
he crept into a small ravine, • hoping to 
make his escape during the night. Soon alter 
a rcliel vedette was thrown out a few feet in 
advance of where he lav, thus placing him be- 
tween the vedette and the skirmish line. In this 
position he lay until the night of the 2d of No- 
vember, a period of six days, exposed to the 
wind and rain, and the cold, freezing aim is- 
pbere of the nights, without food or drink, 
chewing the leaves and roots within re^ch of 
his arm, determined not to surreuder himself to 
the enemy, which he could have done at abv 
moment with safety. On Hie night of the 2d 
the enemy having relaxrd his vigilance, he suc- 
ceeded in reaching our lines, offBWlii g upou his 
hands and knees, and bringing with hitn hi* 
acci utrt ments and Spencer tide. On being la- 
ken to the hospital he was utterly exhausted; his 
hands and leel were badly irsjeen, and the toes 
ot his right frail somewh'it gangrenous. He was 
unable to swallow for the lirst day, but on the 
second beef tea and other nourishing and slimti- 
lining Honors were administered with the bcsl 
effect. He has, to a great extent, recovered the 
use of bis bands and feet, and bids fair at no 
distant day, to be able to rejoin his regiment. 
Gtneril Miles has forwarded a recommendation 
that, as a reward for bis unexampled fortitude 
and heroiatn in ref using to anrrendeir himself to 
the encmv under suck trying circumstance-. Iv 
be granted a furlough for thirty davsaudaward- 
cd a medal of honor. 

From Mabacaiiio — By an arrival at New York 
we have intelligence from thai place to the 
21 Hi nit. (JeBeraJ Poulgm, the re-volntioaBrytA 
ile. vied ted that i on on tlir 11th of HovembenB 
a British schooner, havinga crew of only twelve 
men. and, while, off the bar, be was boarded bv 
a taint from a Govrnime' tech-oner Mugin lln- 
montli of the harbor The otllcers and boat's 
crew were immediately made prisoners. G u. 
Poulga then sent word to the Government 
-choonir, purporting to be from the Captain ol 
the vessel, that he was informing ih-m that 
General Poulga mat a prisoner on board, when 
a second boat was sent, and they also made 
prisoners. General Poulga. having Unit weak- 
ened the force ot the Government, vessel, eaai] 
foieed them to sui render, and l"ok charge ol 
her. ne then went n-hoie to a battery, drove 
away a garrison, and spiked the guns, after 
«hich he proceeded on board the vessel he had 
taken, fired into a Govern raent steamer m at 
bv. killit'gone man and wounding the OsVptain, 
and then proceeded to sea, taking witn him ni- 
prisoners. He lay off the port until the 18 b 
» hen he disappeared. The vessel that Getter I 
Poulga came iu had no arm incut, the crew be- 
ing simply armed with revolvers Bod rfiflri arnjfl. 
The town of Maraca bo was in the greatest state 
of alarm, fearing that the place Would be bo:n- 
bardtd, and, as a result, would be a surrender. 



LETTER FP.OM IDAnO. 
[■Correspondence of the Chicago Trlbnne.] 
Camuridgk, Hkxrt Co., Iu», Dec. 12. 

I will resume and complete such notes of 
thoughts and things as, I judge, may interest 
and profit your reader*, growing out of my 
recent summer's trip to Idaho and the'Ro -ky 
Mountains, premising, in the way of apolotn \ 
tbat I mnst write flying, as I do here while 
waiting on the stage." 

Major Bridges, though hailing from Weft- 
port, Missouri, on the Kansas border. In the 
somewhat famous Jackson county, has been to 
long In the Rocky Mountains that his friends 
•ay he has positively lost ten years, and calls 
himself, by that amount of time, younger than 
he actually is. ne built the first block-house at 
"Fort Bridger," one hundred and fifteen miles 
thl* side of Salt Lake, and, selling out to the 
Government, left his name on that fort, as also 
on "Bridcer's Pa*s," between Salt Lake and 
Pfnve'. ne has amassed property estimated at 
some $70,000. by Indian traffic and general 
speculation In ferries, bridge*, etc. ne married 
a Snake Indian squaw, who latelv died, after 
Mating him children, one of whom, lately, 
wn« married to an army officer ia Westport, 
wheic her father'* property lie* and where she 
was sent for education. Her mother is *aid to 
have been a faithful wife and parent; so, although 
the Majer took a snake to hi* bosom, he seems 
not to have been stnng. A* I «aw him, leaning 
against a wagon wheel, in July last, sixty or 
eight v miles this side of Virginia Cit», be wa* a 
tall, bony, and gaunt mountaineer, looking a 
little at>ove fifty: in a dirty buck-skin suit, taci- 
turn, confining hi* share of conversation to an- 
swering questions, which, yet, he was pleased 
to hav* » k, ! . Hi* gun, a present, which stood 
bv him, Is said to have cost the donor five hun- 
dred dollar*. He refuted to make us a speech 
because he had "nothing in particular to eay." 
ne was jealons and angrv at Bosemau and 
other* making "cut-offs." He must be ncaring 
seventv, though he rates himself, as before »aid, 
ten t ear* less than hi* old neighbor* impute to 
him'. The ambitions are not satisfied. And 
though be ha* made himself historical in his 
"Fort" and ' Pass." he must needs have a "Cut- 
off," and so. early last Mav, he teok a large 
wagon train bv a new route from the Upper 
Platte bridge, on the Salt Lake road, to Virginia 
< ir<. in Montana, over what the Indians call 
"The bad land, " and never wa* land more filly 
named. Excepting, of course, the river bot- 
toms, it Is almost wholly a sage and grease 
brush desert, in which, I remember, we drove 
our mules one day thlrtv.flve miles with- 
out finding a drop of water or a blade of 
grass. We crossed stream channels, but they 
were dry: nnd even when we readied Tongue 
river we hod five or six miles to make down its 
course, and then to ford it* dec]), swift current 
to get onr jaded mules to grass. Bitch stretches 
wholly without water are not common on that 
"cut-off" but In many places the water is worse 
than none, for it poisons the stock. However, 
S6 yon approach Virginia City, in the mountains, 
the rivers and lesser streams become more fre- 
qnent. and the water so 'good that mountain 
trout inhabit them, differing from "the speck- 
led trout in spring pride" of the New England 
brooks only in thn; they are much larger, and 
the spots aiong their pale brown sides arc black 
instead of yellow and red. The stream* you 
cioss at the Wind river, Tongne, Rosebud, 
Clark's Ford. Yellow Stene, Gallatin, and Mad- 
ison, with come smaller ones, asGrev Bull creek, 
and others whose names we did net know. Then 
we crossed two branches of the Yellow Stone, 
and perhaps a branch of Powder river: but our 
guide was taking us along a route some two or 
three week* alter Major Bridger, which he him- 
self had never before travelled, and he did not 
know the names ofthe streams. Wc forded all 
but the "Wind river." This we crossed bv a 
boat extemporized by Bridgcr's partv, taking 
onr mules from the wagons and compelling 
the droves to swim across all excepting a 
few of thejargest, which, hating the swift cur- 
rent, and obstinately returning to tha near 
shore, we mounted and rode across at a shal- 
lower'plnce below. I had the pleasure of riding 
our largest wheel mule across that wide and 
mad current, bare foot, and stripjiod to ptnts 
and shirt, so as to swim if called to it. a< a gen- 
tleman jnst liefore ns was, and mv son had not 
yet learned to do. This gentleman's mule was 
too low, and the benw current dashing against 
her fide swept both fore and hind feet from un- 
der, and man and mule in a moment disap- 
peared. But in less time than you could think 
tbev con Id have gone as manv vards I saw the 
little mule come np on the opposite bank, shak- 
ing the water ont of her ears, and the man, who 
was a merchant from Illinois, hol-linij on to her 
h'tnd lei/.' Catching that leg was all that saved 
him. 

We got safe acrass, but wet as to all below 
our good mules' backs, and then had to ride 
some miles up to where the ferry had landed 
our wagons, against a hard wind, though in 
.Ttily, and cold enough for November, for it 
swirled down the gulches from the snow peaks 
of the Wind Mountains, which were hanging 
almost over us, and which I thought were 
rlghtlv named "Wind." I can scent to foe] it 
blowing on mv cold, blue, naked feet as T write, 
and almost feel th* jolting of my hard-going 
mule. 

Major Bridger, who never wa=lied a pan of 
dirt in his life, bad promi»ed the gold pilgrims 
"diggings" In eight davs from the Platte; and, 
though we were not in his train, we were close 
on his track. "Eight davs to diggings!" Ava- 
rice itself prew jovous nnd jubilant bv the an- 
ticipation, nnd even onr ruffian* (we had plen- 
ty) poured ont a new vollev of oaths, and blas- 
phemed and insulted, with fre«h relish, the God 
whose providence wasto guard and guide them 
to success. Ard flow we were at "Wind river," 
and near, almost at the verv, mountains which 
bad till now been untonched wiih the spade of 
the prospecter. And was not the "Yellow 
Store" so named because its verv stone' were 
gold? And hnd not our old chief. Shabbona, 
who died near Ottawa some five years sinoe, of- 
ten told the unbelieving Saddueees of his dnv 
Uiat with fifteen hundred men lie would take 
tbem where gold nuggets could he picked no on 
the ground like chestnuts after a frosi? Win'! 
Onlv the very last voar had not fifteen ra t 
found dirt on the Yellowstone tielding a dollar 
to every patifull, and were onlv prevented 
making vast fortunes by being driven off by tho 
Indians? 

So, at least in a few of onr train, were re- 
pented the old foll'es of DeSoto and his Span- 
lards; and so thev were doomed, as follv alwav* 
H to the same disappointment We were across 
Wind river and among the mountains, and near 
and soon nt the Yellow 8tonc. Not an Indian 
appeared in sight, except now and then the 
backs of stray fugitives seen bv onr hunters, or 
the heads of spies discovered bv our.glas-ea- 
peering at ns over the Muffs. All was silent, 
save the rapid livers. The verv lieivers quit 
their work and lied at our approach, though I 
saw trees several feet over, which thev had cut 
down with their teeth! Wc were in the land of 
gold beyond fable. The sand was black and 
i he mica shining in the streams, and these be- 
tokin gold. Nav, the pans of our prospectors 
brought filmy pieces of float-gold from the sand 
of the Platte and everv other stream we crossed; 
and the microscope and microscopic eyes of av- 
arice magnified the filmv flakes to' nuggets. 
All wc wanted was to be where that float- 
gold came from, nnd our fortunes were made. 

Whiskey, blasphemy, nnd filthy communica- 
tions flowed around ns as steadily as those 
mountain torrents, but what of that? A former 
sheriff of Franklin county, N. Y., had an old 
eoncubirc along, and five Missonrians had a 
little while before shot dead a fugitive soldier to 
get his young one. But these trifles could not, 
of course, obstruct our stream of absolute de- 
light, if onlv we conld get gold! We had. 
moreover, church members without religion, 
and professors without prayer — Mormons them- 
^clve* could beat us in a show of consistent 
living— but what or all that? "Gold!" only 
give* us gold, and we are blest ! 

Bnt then; were 6ome trifling obstacles to be 
overcome still, thnngh we were at the very 
point on the map — the head waters of the Yel- 
low Stone — which had so long eclipsed the An- 
eicnt Opbir in its dazzling effect, beaming 
iloongh the spectacles of avarice. The "coarse 
gold" was still up in those mountains, and the 
Indians lived there, and the question became 
material, who should "bell the cat." Then wc 
didn't knew where the float gold came from, 
not * vin the gnleh — and much lc-s the square 
rod of earth: and we might dig several holes 
Kfore we bit it; and then a good manv go to 
mires besides miners. Some of us WBM doctors 
■ti a burn- for patients; others freighters, who 
wanted a market; and manv of us were gamb- 
'eis. who wanted to get into those places in 
Virginia City named, from their final boaM, 
'bells." These could not wait to "prospect," 
ind the Indians would wait; and so, on we 
fared, and thus ended "Biidirer's cut off " and 
'be fabled "land of gold." at the Wind River 
Range and the "bead waters of the Yellow 
Stone."

Some of 
these are already beginning to show themselves 
in velvets, but, in general, fancy woollen stutfs 
have been most in vogue, as looking more neg- 
lige. Ot these articles there is one called monf- 
fiant, which aims at representing a remarkably 
will curled sheepskin, either gray upon white, 
or while upon gray, and, in some cases, wholly 
black. These are made np into short jackets, 
exactly like pilots' coats, or, rather, like the 
)tca-jackets of old, and are sported by very fast 
young ladies, for whom nothing can be pro- 
vided of too masculine a cut or texture. 

For ntoi c feminine wearers, let us rj 0 w take a 
glance at bf bpcts, which will contiuue through- 
out IT.c winter very much what they promise 
now. A great many tulle and lace bonnets are 
wont st this moment, which have the advantage 
of being light on the head, and of having a 
dcaii fosgoa look about them. The harolet is, 
a* usual suppressed, and a sort of /<im7n)»of 
lace, mtermingled with long ends of velvet, re- 
placed It at the back. Jet tieads and black 
ornaments, such as balls and chains, or imagi- 
naiy buckles, arc much employed in the trim- 
ming, and the front has likewise either a bell- 
like ft ingc hanging over the nndercap, or pear- 
shaped lieads forming a similar fringe.

Some very pretty novelties have come out in 
tliu way of half-dress pocket haudkerchiefs.

WIIlTAKEIt'S IKON BKIG APE-nOW IT VOUOHT 
ON THE SIXTEENTH. 

Batti.f. »iei.o, !sr..\B Bkkxtwood, Dec. 17. 
Yesterday and the day before were glorious 
day* for the Army of the Cumberland, and yes- 
terday a very glorious day for the Iron Brigade, 
which proved itself worthy of the reputation it 
won at Chickamauga, Lookout Mountain, and 
the battles of our summer campaign. This 
brigade wa* formed on the extreme right of 
the 4th corps, joining A. J. Smith's command. 
After driving the rebels from their skirmish 
pit*, we formed line of battle in front of the 
rebels' main line of works. They had chosen a 
strong poaition iu the edse (if the woods, 
at the foot of the range of hill* tome live 
miles south of Nashville, and had con- 
structed good works, well calculated to 
hold u* at bay. The ground was so 6pcn 
in our front thai it was thought easier to break 
the reliel lines further to our left, where the 
troops would be» protected somewhat by the 
woods. So Beatty's division mad* the attempt, 
but did not succeed. Smith, on our right. w:ts 
more fortunate, but the line in front of the 4th 
corps still presented an unbroken, formidable 
front. 

Word came to the Iron Brigade to move for- 
ward. Already bad we advanced half way over 
the open field, and thrown up breastworks, un- 
der the fire of the rebel batteries. When the 
order came to charfje, we threw down our 
spades, jumped over our unf nithed works, and 
rushed forward. Steadily we made our way to 
the front, under quite a shower of grape and 
canister, and exposed also to a cross fire 
from a portion of the rebel lines. But the brig- 
ade never halted until it was in safe possession 
of the works it started for. The left of the 
brigade struck the works a little to the left of 
the rebel battery which had been plavimr upon 
us. The regiment on the left (the 9b'th lllinoi-) 
theu turned toward the battery and moved 
right down the enemy's breastworks, capturing 
the battery— 12-pound Napoleons— and hundreds 
of prisoners. The 90th was closely followed by 
the 21st Kentucky, and all iUe regiment* in ttte 
front list made considerable captures of pris- 
oneis. As the brigade moved down the 
rebel breastworks It was amusing to see the 
line of white liandkercbiefs.jbits of paper, (fee., 
waving in ti e air. in token of surrender. There 
was nothing left for the rebels along the front of 
the other briptdes of our corps but to abandon 
their strong position, for we were advancinj 
tight along their breastworks, sweeping every- 
thing t'efore us. So the rebels got back. What 
a rout it was! Su it a mass of fleeing battcrnnts 
I never expect to see again. Our brigade was 
so fatigued that it was impossible to overtake 
theu.. though we harrassed them very severely; 
and soon the troops on our left started in pur- 
suit, and drove the rebels uutil it became too 
dark for further operations. 

As in the battle of Lookout Mountain, so in 
this battle; it is a matter of wonder, no utat 
than rejoicing, that such great success was at- 
tended with comparatively such slight loss. 
General Whitaker thinks his loss, in y esterday's 
tight, will not exceed Mil.

A SENSIBLE CANADIAN VIEW— GUNBOATS ON 
THE LAKES. 
[From the Toronto Globe, 13th.] 

The announcement of Mr. Lincoln that 
his Government has given the requisite six 
months' notice for the termiuat'ton of the 
treaty between Great Britain and the United 
State's, which forbids either party having armed 
vessels upon the lakes lietween this Province 
and the United States, is very seriously to be 
regretted. To the Canadians especially, it 
is a matter of the very gravest moment. Uu- 
dei that treaty, the lakes have been free from 
vessel- of war, aud we have been saved from any 
neee&rity of expending our money iu building 
and arming bouts to watch similar preparations 
on the other side. Now the prospect is that 
this is all to be changed, and that we are to l>e 
left only a choice betv, • n a large outlay for 
naval purposes nnd the unpleasant alternative 
of remaining iu a state of insecurity. 

The parties to whom we ab> to owe this al- 
tered state of things are those Confederate refu- 
gees who have endeavored to make Northern 
lake* the scene of piracy and robbery— the pecu- 
liar pets of the Leader and similar journals. 
Much as we regret the determination of the 
American Government, we can hardlv be sur- 
prised at it. We cannot expect Mr. Lincoln 
and his ministers to sit quietly by and witness 
such acis as the plundering of the two steamers 
on Lake Erie two or three months since without 
inking some steps to protect the commeice of 
their people. Not only did these robberies oc- 
cur; not only have other outrages of a similar 
character occurred; not only is there plenty of 
evidence that the outrages which have taken 
place arc but a small portion of those which 
have been projected — that, iu fact, they arc a 
part of a regularly planned system; but there U, 
moreover, a systematic effort made in this coun- 
try to defend thepirutesaud raidets from the con- 
sequences of their crimes. Leading newspapers 
endeavor to create publio(j6enliment in their 
favor, and by clever pettifogging and twistiug 
of small legal points to make it appear that 
there is no legal mode of punishing them. 
Fvery effort bv our Government to preserve our 
neutrality and to prevent such expeditions of 
piracy nnd lobbery from being organized upon 
Canadian tctritory, is made the subject of ridi- 
cule and abuse. The recent very proper and 
commendable proclamation relative to the ex- 
It, nation of mnnitious of war, has called down 
upon Ministers the strongest censure from sev- 
eral of our Canadian pro-Confederate papers. 
Mr Carticr's recent visit to Washington, on the 
supposition that while there he must have had 
eonvi rsaiion w ith Mr. Lincoln or with some of 
bis Ministers, relative to the Confederate out- 
leges on the Canadian - frontier, aud that iu 
such conversation he did not constitute himself 
the apologist of piracy and robbery, is made 
the occasion for language almost insulting. The 
earnestness of these attacks is indicated by the 
fact that they come from journals which reg ani 
themselves as supporters of Government, and 
which have ordinarily uothiug but the m ist 
lay l.-h praise for Mr. Carticr and the majority 
of his colleagues. 

Under the ciicumstanccs the American Gov- 
ernment is impelled to do something for the 
protection of the trade of its northern frontier. 
Soldiers nnd guards at the principal towns arc 
first-rate in their way. hut they are useless against 
piracy. The assurances thatour Government is 
doing, and ready to do, whatever is possible to 
prevent the Confederates from starting any- 
more of their robbing expeditions from our 
soil, are excellent; but the American naturally 
thinks that a few gunboats would be a more 
absolute security. So the Government at Wash- 
ington bethinks Itself of the treaty which pre- 
vents it senrilug gunboats to the lakes, and 
t-ives the required notice for the termination of 
that engagement. The six months will have ex- 
pired by the opening of navigation next spriug, 
aud next summer the American commerce on 
the northern lakes will be protected by proper- 
ly appointed gunboats 

" So far as the Confederate pirates are con- 
cerned, the change will be satisfactory enough. 
It there had been a gnnboat hard by to over- 
haul tlie rascals who captured and robbed the 
Philo Parsons and Island Queen, our officers of 
justice would have been saved the tronhle of 
catching Burley, and our courts the difficulty 
Bnd responsibility of deciding what to do with 
him. But for our own people, the appearance 
of a number of gunboats on our inland teas is 
n very different affair. The business men and 
property holders of our exposed cities and 
town, and those enraged in our lake commerce, 
will hardly consent that there shall be gun- 
boats on one side of the lakes and not npon 
the other. That state of things WOtlld put. OS in 
imminent peril in the event of war. If the 
Americans had gunlioats while wc hod none, 
tha? could make short work of the chief cities 
of L T pper Canada. Long before wc conld begin 
to supply the deficiency, we might have the 
verv points most essential to the defence of 
Western Canada w re-ted from us. If, therefore, 
the present purpose of the American Govern- 
ment be fullv carried out, there can hardly he a 
doubt that it involves the providing of a num- 
ber of expensive gunboats for Canadian defence. 
So much seems in store for us as the result of 
ti e lawlessness and the utter disregard of the 
claims of gratitude by rascals to whom our 
country ulfoided an asylum when they were in 
need.

Piucns, in the year, conveyed to Sarah, the wife 
ot H.-nry Dent, a lot of land, "upon this condition, 
namely, that said Sarah is to have and to hold said lot or 
land to her own separate use during her life, and at bat 
death sdd land shall revel t to tha heirs of the said Henry 
Dctit: provided, nevcrlhclcva, that the said Sarnh shall 
hnve full power at any time to sell and convey said lo 
of Intnl. y\ ith nil tlie apaiii lenauces, and make aa full, 
perfect, and complete a title to the purchaser thereof as 
though she owned said land in fee simple without any 
limitation or rcstirctiou whatever." 

The land was purcliascd by Henry Dent, who paid for 
Jl.with hi* own funds, and caused it to bo conveyed to 
Ins wife. Dent and wife having agreed to convey tho 
land to Breckinridge tendored to him a deed, which ho 
retimed to accept npon the alleged ground that thev could 
not convey the title: and they brought this action for an 
eiiloiccmcut of tha contract. Tin) court, Bullitt, Chic/ 
Justice, held —

After making de- 
duct ioi s for the Southern State*, for horse* un- 
der nnd above a working age, deceased and ttn- 
servjcal le, Dr. V. reduces the total resources of 
the horse market in the loyal States to 1,077, 5108 
animals. The annual want for civil use is 114,- 
018, for military use, 198,744, or one-fourth an- 
nually of the total resources of the hor-e supply. 
The colts under four tears old are estimated at 
1,114,175; one-rourth'of these, or 278,. r >ll, will 
annually reach the age of four years, but aa thi* 
number 'may be reduced one-tenth for death* 
and disasters among the colts, the ultimate ac- 
tual annual supply is put at 250.000, while the 
annnal need lor the army and for civil life is 
252.669, showing a deficiency of 2,070 horsea 
each y ear.

WF.DNESD \Y, DECEMBER 21. 1864 

The brilliant operations of our armies 
south of Nashville are the cause of general re- 
joicing. Meneral Thomas has added new lau- 
rels to the bright wreath which already encircled 
his brow. He has handled his troops with a skill 
which shows that a great mind is at the heat of 
affairs, and the success of the campaign stamps 
lilui as one of our ablest Generals. He quietly 
remained inside of his fortifications at Nashville 
until his army was strengthened and prepared 
to move forward n itb every assurance of success. 
His cavalry needed rest, and many of the regi- 
ments required to be remounted. His new 
troops were undisciplined, and they had to 
learn the stern duties of soldiers before they 
could be trusted, in battle. In the immediate 
presence of the enemy, an excellent school for 
discipline was at baud, aud the men were soon 
Initiated into the art of war, and made familiar 
With the dangers of the front. All of this re- 
quired time, and the people of the North began 
to wonder at the delay, and murmur at the in- 
activity of our lines, while Hood wa^ flushed 
with apparent success. General Thomas at last 
perfected his arrangements, and the advance 
was ordered. The disposition of the forces was 
admirable, and our lines moved forward, sweep- 
ing the rebel mass before them, 
f Hood was outgeneralled ; and, awed by the 
imposing numbers, and bewildered by the flank 
movements executed with such rapidity and 
' precision, with but a feeble show of resistance, 
he was driven from positiou to position, and 
now his splendid army is flying in great confu- 
sion, and utterly demoralized, weakened by 
casualties, captures, and desertions. A feeling 
of general surprise is expressed at the easy vic- 
tories won over the rebel host. The terrible as- 
saults made upon our army at Franklin, and 
the desperate fighting of the Confederates, led 
us to believe that they would contest the ad. 
Vance of Thomas with great heroism and fury. 
It was confidently believed that Hood would 
make a savage fight in front ot Nashville before 
■bowing a disposition to retreat. Such, un- 
doubtedly, was his intention, but so cap idly did 
Thomas hurl his legions In flank and front that 
he found it impossible to make a stand without 
sacrificing his entire command. A more bril- 
liant victory has not been givon to the world 
than the sue General Thomas has achieved. 
The rebels are perfectly di-heartened, and, in 
Wild disorder, they are retreating to the banks 
of the Tennessee. Hood has lost hi« prestige. 
The last disaster is the crowning one of all, aud 
it is perfectly crushing. His army is broken, its 
effectiveness is impaired, and ita usefuluess well- 
Bigh destroyed. 

Gen. Thomas has indicated that he will close 
ly follow up bis success and endeavor to annihi- 
late the rebel army. If the pursuit is made 
with vigor, the Confederate power in the West 
will be so badly crippled as to prove almost 
harfliless in the future. 

Gen. l'iiomaj deserves a wreath of lasting 
honors. The thank6 of the pcoplo of the North 
arc due. and too much homage and too many 
tributes of praise cannot be laid at the feet of 
the war-worn hero. The officers and soldiers of 
his gallant army also come in for their share of 
gb >ry. They have behaved nobly, and by n rm- 
xiess, coolness, and daring have routed the rebel 
foe, and achieved a scries of brilliant victories. 
The rebellion has received a damagiug blow, 
and soon the bubble must collapse. 

iJifTt is strange that some officers, iccupying 
high positions, and earnestly desiring to keep 
• aloof from political controversies, are eagerly 
selected for personal attack and persistently 
hunted down. It matters not how faithful the 
cllker is in the performance of duty, how 
towering is his genius, how able his services, 
aud how he has gained the attachment and 
love of his soldiers, there is a class of malig- 
nant scribblers who let no occasion pass to di- 
rect a stream of censure against him. His mo- 
tives aie impugned, his private character as- 
sailed, and even his religion denounced. When 
his official career is marked with brilliant suc- 
cess, then these vilifiers ignore his generalship, 
and descend |o personal abuse. Their vindic- 
tiveness know; no bounds.and the officer is made 
the subject of the vilest 6landers. No charge, 
however untrue, ia too low or unjust to be 
trumped up against him. Major-General 
Bosecrans for some unexplained reason has 
b. en choteii as a mark of this kind. His ene- 
mies seem determined to crush him— not by as- 
sailing bis military qualifications, bat by 
defaming his private character. Immediately 
after the battle of Chickamauga, the 
most wild and 'Improbable stories, through 
tiic aid of the press and the telegraph, were cir- 
culated over the country to his prejudice. Up 
to the one hour of partial defeat, he was the 
Invincible officer sod the model General; he had 
Won many battles, was the child of victory, the 
personification of bravery, a man endowed with 
a gieat intellect, ai.d a towering genius. Ho 
was too proud to notice the vile attacks directed 
■gainst bis private character. He submitted to 
the atperdons in silence. The slanders were of 
such an unmistakable nature, he trusted that 
the judgment and good sense of the American 
■ people would treat the absurd stories with con- 
tempt. Until after the battle of Chickamauga, 
no one had ever durcd to accuse him of cow- 
ardicc or doubt his devotion to country. No 
one had presumed to question his religious be- 
lief or was mad enough to deploie the ruin of 
his intellect, aud assign for the cause so 
base a calumny as th? excessive use of 
narcotics. But these slandera were repeated 
with dogged perseverance. After a brief respite 
froni active duty he was again assigned to a 
command. This action on the part of the Gov- 
ernment for a while partially silenced his vili- 
fiers. They were not outspoken in their hos- 
' tility but secretly plotted against him. His re- 
moval from the Department of Missouri was 
seized upon for a revival of the old slanders, and 
tLe falsehoods were circulated with greater 
at idity then ever.

It was a paiuful 
duty for Geneial Rusccraus to be forced to make 
explanations, and the clique so industriously 
enanpi d in circulating these detractions, after 
(he bold and frank denial »f the slanders, should 
never dare to revive their absurd stories or assail 
ti e character of a brave and worthy officer. In 
spite of these attacks the people will maintain 
an abiding faith iu the patriotism, gallautry, 
and ability of Miijor-Geueral Rosecraus.

CjT A correspondent of the New York Ob- 
server fays the name Petroleum means rock 
oil, and thus Indicates Its place in the earth, 
"'rue, it flows from the earth, sometimes floats 
on pends or lakes, comes out in spring*, Is 
found in some rooks, and is distilled from bitu- 
minous coal. It used to be collected on Sen- 
ega Lake, and was called Seneca oil. 
I'he waiter has some which was taken from 
that lake more than fifty years ago, and is pre- 
cisely lite that from the oil regions of Yirglnia, 
1'ennei lvanla, and other States. Yet it is not a 
i cw thing— for it was known and used on 
the Eastern Continent before the Christian 
era. It has excited newinterctt fromits abund- 
ance and from its new and exteiulve uses. Its 
exportation from our country is prodigious, a 
real era in the trade. Petroleum is a real chem- 
ical compound, formed of carbon and hydro- 
gen, or a true hydro-carbon. Several com- 
pounds of these two elements exist together In 
it. Its conversion by heat into illuminating gas 
Is well known. This is a gaseous hydro-carbon ; 
petrolonm Is a liquid hydro-carbon, as is naptha ; 
and bitumen is a solid hydro-carbon. Such vast 
quantities flow from the oil wells that people 
cannot but inquire, How is it produced? Though 
chemists and geologists of high character for 
knowlcdgo believe this oil results from chemical 
action upon either vegetable or animal matter 
burled in the earth, ar upon both, they have 
not shown In its production, or what Is the 
matter acted on, and how the action is carried 
on. All agree that It seems to be connected 
with coal fields, where were imbedded immense 
quantities of vegetable substances. A late 
taper contains a professed answer, and gives, ts 
It supposes, the complete chemical process In 
the formation of the oil. Omittiug the great 
mistakes in the chemistry, let us look at the pro- 
cess. The paper states that limestone, carbonate 
of lime, lies below, and sandstone above, the oli 
rock; that water filters from the surface through 
the tandstone into the limestone, aud that there 
the hydrogen of the water eombiues with the 
carbon in the limestone to form the oil, while 
the other elements pass off; aud hence tho pro 
duction of oil must be unlimited, as the sub 
stances, water and carbon, in the rocks, are 
without limit. This is a beautiiul theory, and 
seems scientific In language. Yet chomists have 
never been able to discover or effect the union 
of carbon and hydrogen from water and lime- 
stone, or to detect any action or force which 
would lead to such a result. The solution has 
not been given. 

CITTbc Canadian people have aided aud 
abetted the rebel enemies of the United Sutes, 
and there is a probability that the unfriendl. 
act may lead to war. 8o it amy, but the New 
York Times says ''we were never iu belter con 
dltfan for a war with England. We hive no 
commerce on the high seas for her to pillage, 
thanks to the piratical vessels she has built aud 
manned for the rebels. Bui her own commerce 
whitens all the seas, and we could speedily make 
a clean sweep of it. We are fast completing the 
oecupation'of the rebel coast,so that tue blockade 
will no longer have to be maintained. We nave 
ix hundred vessels that will need employment; 
and rone could possibly be more profitable than 
scout ing from pole to pole for British prizes. 
As for the British navy, it is a pasteboard sham. 
There is not a vessel that one of our prime iron- 
clads could not send to the bottom in Dfleen 
minutes. There is not a gun that would 
be better than a swivel when pitted against 
our I fifteen aud twenty-inch Parrotts. What 
there is of the British army is on the other 
side of the world, and is obliged to remain 
there to keep the stolen territory. Not a 
British soldier would ever tread a foot 
of American soil. The red squads that are in 
Canada would be, before one of our corps of 
WltW'MW, like yellow leaves before the whirl- 
wind. There is nothing in Canada that could 
offer us serious resistance So, too, of the Brit- 
ish West Indies, which might be made invalu- 
able appendages of our great Republic. More- 
over, Ireland, if we pleased, could be detached 
from the British crown, or at least made 
worthless to it. Let war once be declared 
and an Irish expedition once be named, a half 
million or Irishmen would spring to arms and 
crowd every trans-port to avenge Ireland's 
wrongs on Ireland's own soil. There is alieady 
an organization of Fenian Brothers, numbering 
more than a hundred thousand picked men. 
who arc anxiously awaiting just that oppor- 
tunity."

Rebel PmsoN-KRs .— The Nashville road is 
crowded with trainy loaded down with rebel 
prisoners and our own sick and wounded sol- 
diers.

Smith fought his troops 
with dosperation, and he was wounded by a sa- 
bre-cut in the battle. A greater portion of his 
brigade was captured. The prisoners were sent 
north by the New Albany and Jeffersouville 
railroads.

a« ever a racer ran the Olympic course. Gen. 
Hatch's cavalry lias been doing noble service. 
Its record in this Campaign is a brilliant 
oiae. 'Hood's army is probably, for the mod 
part, over Duck river. 

Gjor, Cur atham's Estimate of the Bbml 
Lo-s at Franklin. — A gentlemen who con- 
versed with General Cheatham a few days before 
the battle around this city, gives the following 
infoi mation, gathered fr m that offlier In con- 
versation: The rebels lost six Generals at 
Franklin — Strahl, Granbury, Cieburne, Gist, 
Adams, aLd anolhir whuse name is not remem- 
bered. 

Gen. W. A. Quarlei had his arm shattered, 
Gen. John C. Brown was wounded in the tk ; gh, 
and Jo e other Generals were wounded, whose 
names are not recollected. 

Gen. Cheatham's corps bore tbe brunt of the 
fight, a? the Provost Marshal's roll of prisoners 
shows, and lost Urse thousan 1 men, Stewart and 
Lee's corps lost two thousand, making the grand 
total of the rebel loss five tlmutntid, by the ac- 
knowledgement of one of their leading Gen- 
erals. 

General Cheatham stated that Hood's force, 
when he reached Nashville, was thirty-live thou- 
sand strong. We have no doubt that thisstate- 
nicut is correct, liehel officers at the peniten- 
tiary say that nood had no expectation of an 
attack on Thur.-day, and that all of iheni were 
astonished at General Thomas's forward move- 
ment on that day. Judging from General Ly- 
on's movements in Western Kentucky, and 
General Bicckinridge's In East Tennessee at the 
same time, It is quite probable that Hood in- 
tended to delay offensive operations until Lvon's 
force of 3,000 and Breckinridge's of 10.000 
should be added to his own, making an aggiu- 
gate of 45.CC0 men. 

A Fine Cavalry Charoe Bf.voxk Franklin. 
We have authoritative imormation of another 
handrome and successful cavalry charge made 
by our cayalry on the ai'ternoon of the Kill 
in*liiiit, about dusk, near eight miles beyond 
Franklin. The rebels had planted three Napo- 
leon guns on the right of the pike, two bearing 
down the road, and one on the Held whore our 
cavalry lormed. The rebel guus were supported 
bv infantry who weic drayvn across the pike and 
behind lences and brcistworks of rails from 
which they kcptSip a heavy tire. Our cavalry 
charged down both sides ol the pike, charging 
entirely bey ond the guns which they afterwards 
brought off in triumph. They captured oue 
hundred and thirteen prisoners. 

Railroad Commcnd ation. — We understand 
that General Rousseau has pies rved almost in- 
tact our railroad communication with Tullaho- 
ma. He put a good garrison* In each block- 
house commanding important bridges, with 
sufficient ammunition and provisions, with In- 
st iu< lions to hold them at all hazards, which 
instructions were carried out. And wheu the 
garrisons were attacked by an overwhelming 
lorcc. he would send out reinforeeuieiits, who 
generally taught tbe Johnnies that they had 
better quit the bridge-destroying business. 
General Rousseau deserves great Credit for pre- 
serving our railroad communications with Tul- 
labomn, Stevenson, and Chattanooga, as well as 
his gallant defence of Muifreesboro. 

Hood's Railroad Puktauations — A rebel 
Captain slates that Hood, previous to the battle, 
was to •anguine of bin iiu» everything just i- h« 
desired It, that lie was preparing to run cars be- 
tween heic aud Frankliu. He had two cars 
pulled by oxen across the country from the 
Chattanooga rond to the Tennessee and Ala- 
bama rond, and was living to draw the locomo- 
tive over by the same plan, when the tight 
hi gan and spoiled his plans. He had also ttvo 
(Jllicr captuicd cars and locomotives, yvith which 
he intended to run bis line of railroad travel. 
All these cars aLd locomotives hayo I'alleu iuto 
our hai ds. 

The Kiktii Minnesota Ini antry. — Among 
the regiments which acted a conspicuous pun in 
the general grand Charge of Friday, tbe 5tn 
Minnesota volunteer iufautry is worthy of dis- 
tinguish* d honor.

That of the ith Louisiana (com- 
manded by Colonel Hunter, who was also cap- 
tured) is a magnificent one; the ground is of 
red bunting, with»a cross made of heavy blue 
•ilk, the border of j ellow twilled silk, twelve 
gold.stars ' cing upon the cross. The flai' been 
the following inscription: "Jackson, Port 
Hudson, Baton Rouge, and Shilob." 

A HoinirtLK Accident.— A most horrible ac- 
dent occurred near the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad machine-shops, Wheeling, on Satur- 
day morning, resulting in the instant death of a 
man named Thomas Hagans. The deceased 
was employed in sawing wood to be consumed 
upon the engines of the railroad company. He 
proceeded about his work as usual early on Sat- 
urday morning, but had scarcely put the circu- 
lar saw into rapid motion, when it suddenly 
parted, one-half flying up and passing through 
his breast and head, hilling him instantly. The 
broken saw actually cut the unfortunate man in 
two. All present were horrified by the sight. 
The body of the deceased was conveyed to bis 
late residence near Kitchietowu, one-half of the 
head having been entirely separated from the 
other. Hagans leaves a wife and live children. 
The accident is attributed to the frosted condi- 
tion of tbe saiv.

PROCLAMATION BY THE PRESIDENT. 

Washington, Dec. 20. 
Whereas, by the act of July 4th, 1SG1, entitled 
an act lunher to negotiate and provide for the 
enrolling and calling out the national forces, 
and for other purposes, it Is provided that the 
President of the United States mav at his dis- 
cretion at any lime hereafter call for any num- 
ber of men as volunteers lor the respective 
terms of one, two, or three years for military 
service; ih case the quota of any part thereof 
shall not be filled within fifty da'ya after such 
call, then the President shall iinmedialely order 
a draft tor one year to fill such quota or any part 
thereof which may be unfilled; and, whereas, 
by the credentials allowed in accordance with 
the act of Coneress in calling for 500,000 men 
cuade. in July, lxG-1. The number of men to be 
obtained under that call was reduced to 280,000; 
and w hei eas the operations of the enemy in cer- 
tain Slates have rendered it impracticable to 
procure from them their .quotas of troops under 
said call; and whereas from the foregoiug cause 
but 20.000 men have been put into the armv, 
navv, aud carine eorps under said call of Julv 
IK. lsa;l, leaving a deficiency on tliat call -' 
•jnii.COV: 

Now, therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, in order 
lo supply the aforesaid deficiency and provide 
for the ca.-uultias in the military and naval ser- 
vice, do issue this my call for 300,0(10 rolunlee: s 
toseive for one, two, or three years. Quotas 
Of States, dii-tricts, and sub districts under this 
call will be assigned by the War Department 
through the bureau of the Provost M irshai- 
General of tho United States, and, iu case 
the quota or any part thereof of anv lewn, 
township, precinct, or election disrrict, or 
of a county not so sulidhided shall not tie 
filled before the 15th of February, 18G5, then 
a draft shall be made to till euch t'iuota, or anv 
part thereunto of this call which mav be un- 
filled on the said 15th day of Februaryj 1885.

CoNvrMTio!" of Fr.riT-OROWKKS. — The New 
York Evening Po6t gives the proceedings of a 
convention of fruit-growers at Iona Island, on 
the 22d ultimo, which was a great success. Dr. 
Grant was the host, and received his company 
with a cordial welcome. The plan of the con- 
vention originated iu a sale of vines by auction. 
Ten thousand Iona Tines were sold in less than 
an hour, for nearly as many dollars; and then 
the company gathered in one of the large pro- 
pagating houses, roofed with glass, for the more 
interesting part of the proceedings. 

Mr. W. C. Bryant presided, and announced 
the object of the gathering in a brief address, 
ne said: 

We have met to dlscu<-s a subject which is foil 
of interest to-day, although it is almost as old as 
the world we inhabit. It is the m st expensive, 
the most inexhaustible of all that claim the at- 
tention of man. The bov may grow to be a* 
old as Methusaleb, and still find something 
through bis whole life to interest him with its 
novelty, in the cultivation of fruit. Nature 
puts on such varied forms of beauty and excel- 
lence, that an interest is constantly awoke to 
observe and aid in their creation. Take, for ex- 
ample, the apple; every seed produces a new 
variety, of which we can no more foretell the 
form or color than we'ean of the ever-changing 
clonds. To know the best, its flavor, its time of 
ripening, to know which succeeds In one kind 
of soil and which in another, require* great 
skill and great application. 

Our country has made great progress in the 
propagation of varieties, and in modes of culti- 
vation, within a 6hort period, and in spite of 
great obstacles. 

The great severity of our climate compels ns 
to constant exertion, and we are called upon 
to observe a thousand minute conditions which 
a milder one Would not demand. In another 
climate as changeable as ours, where the ex- 
tremes of heat are as great, and the difficulties 
more discouraging — the great empire of China 
— the ingenuity and perseverance of man have 
produced great results. 

It is to China we owe some of onr fruits, and 
not a few ol our most beautiful flowers. The 
great severity of our climate and the tendency 
of cultivators to the production of new varie- 
ties, are stimulants to exertion. As in fishing 
or bunting, a new variety of fish er animal mav 
be obtained, so in horticulture a form of excel- 
lence or beauty lielore unknown may be the 
product of our labor. 

It Is reported of Wordsworth that, by the so- 
licitations of Professor Sedgwick, he was in- 
duced to commence the study ofwgeology, for 
which lie had always expressed the greate-t 
aversion. Some time after he said to the Pro- 
fessor: "I like your science of geology very 
much, it is so uncertain." The same fascination 
stimulates our interest in the cultivation of 
fruit 

Rev. Henry Ward Beecher was then an- 
nounced. He said: 

I speak to an audience who are better qnali- 
Hid to teach me upon the subject of my address 
than I them. What a misfortune for a man to 
have as hearers persons who know his subject 
so iuuch better thau himself! But the office of 
a teacher Is, after all, to teach men what they 
know already; to remind them of duties which 
they understand just as well as he who addresses 
them. 

The political and domestic economy of the 
apple, however, I can speak of without fear of 
contradict ion from my audience. The apple Is 
the unapproachable fruitof the world, the grape 
with all its romance notwithstanding. In the 
country of its origin it is supreme, in America 
it is unsurpasccd. In Europe certain classes 
having wealth and power, set the eurreatof 
public opinlou from centre to circumference, 
but in America, where the intelligence of the 
common people has wrought out such giganti • 
results In all departments of truth, the popular 
opinion determines from surface to centre. 

"Popular" is a word which is much despised, 
but may be made respectable. In this country 
wealth is obliged to pay respect to popular opin- 
ion, and of all fruits the apple is the most dem- 
ocratic — the true democratic — for some democ- 
racy that wc are acquainted with sprung from 
the first apple. This popular favor of the apple 
ati-es from the nature of the tree and the fruit. 
Any man who cau grow corn can raise apples. 

In every soil, and under the most discour- 
aging circumstances, the apple-tree lives and 
thrives. It can bear high or low cultivation. It 
is not dyspeptic like the peach, or apoplectic 
like the pear, or scrofulous like the plum. The 
apple is among the fruit* like the cow among 
animals, likethe camel, and, like all good things, 
uncomely ; for beauty is only the mask which 
covers every thing that is evil. Iu the beautiful 
evil has struck in, and affects the whole vital 
organism, w hile iu homely women it is on the 
surface. 

Have y ou never seen the maiden who, in a 
whole family of girls, remains unmarried, so 
homely that the lovers have all passed by 'her, 
who was the nurse, the mother, the 'story- 
teller, to a generation of little ones — the Virgin 
Mary of the household — the mother of Hod to 
little souls, in teaching them the better life— 
who was more fruitful hi all except children 
than any of her kindred? 

My perfect idea of woman is my dear old 
aunt Esther, who will spend age* in heaven 
wondering how she ever got there, and the 
angels will vviSder why s ie was not always 
there. What such a one is to the household is 
the apple among fruits. Not the least amoug 
its excellencies is its hardiness. 

We should as soon think of co Idling onr 
fi rest trees a* the apple tree. It will thrive in 
the stony lot too steep for the plough, or grow 
in the meadow, and repay us for the more 
abundant nutrition. 

Where a mullen stalk or a hill of corn will 
grow the apple tree will contrive to secure an 
exisUncc. It can be plain or ornate, alwavs 
able to take care of itself— what I call dem >- 
eratlc. It is emphatically the people's tree. 
In Florida or Canada it is equally at homo, and 
equally good; while on the Pacific tlopei it is 
portentous in size. Newt >n's apple, which 
originated iu his brain the science of gravita- 
tion, had it grown in California, would have 
forever put an end to his discoveries, aud have 
opened the heavens to his gaze. 

The healiu and longevity of the apple tree arc 
unsurpassed Healthier than the pear, noblight 
or disease affects it; worms and insects mav 
lodge upon it, but unbuckling Its bark, it ex- 
poses them to the wind and storm. An acre of 
potatoes will not produce as much as the same 
areaiu orchard, with hve times the labor. The 
grub only is a formidable enemy, but is so 
easily exterminated by a flexible wire, that if 
y on have borers you deserve to be bored. 

Farmers never think of nursing their orchards, 
and aa for longevity, I have a tree now growing 
on my lurni at least five hundred years old. 
Two ladies, now eighty year* of age, sav that 
in their childhood It was called the old apple 
tree. At twelve feet from the ground, it is 
fourteen bet ten inches in circumference: the 
fruit sweet and pleasant, though not large. I 
do not expect to live to see ray young tree* reach 
that size. I cannot ic-ist a feeling of respect 
and awe when 1 stand in the presence of this 
gigantic tree, which beard the cannouadiug of 
the Revolution, underneath whose branches 
Washington may have walked, musing upon 
the great task to which he was devoted. 

The wood of the apple tree h,as uses which 
we are not accustomed to credit it with. For 
firewood it is equal to hickory, and for cabinet 
work it is unsurpassed in beauty by anv other 
wood. My best bureau is made of the apple 
wood, and resemble* cherry. Iu Europe the 
roads are bordered with apple trees, and the 
fruit is free to the public, except where wisps 
of straw fastened to a tree indicate that the fruit 
is reserved for the owner of the land. 

How adapted to such a use is the upright 
apple tree, planted along our roads; there would 
be no temptation for those juvenile saints to 
rob our orchards. Of all the contrivances to 
prevent stealing this is the most certain and 
easy. 

The origin of the cultivated apple is still un- 
certain; the wild-crab theory is unsettled, for no 
one has evidence that the seed of the crab- 
apple ever produced an improved fruit. No 
Van Mous ever did for the apple what has been 
accomplished for the pear. Although probable, 
the theory must remain uncertain until, if bv 
some horticultural Sunday school the crab, 
apple has been converted into good Christian 
trees. 

No other fruit has such a range of ripening 
and of use. In good cellars it is kept from 
duly to July. Kinds so delicate — and as the 
General Grant of the vine would sav, "so re- 
freshing," even the pear cannot rival, aud not 
even the peach can surpass. 

Wc can 110 more lire of apples than we can of 
bread. "As the apple tree among the trees of 
the wood, so is my beloved among the sons of 
men. I sat down under his branches with great 
delight, and his fruit was sweet to mv taste. 
Slay me with flagons. Comfort me witli ap- 
ples, lor I am sick of love." If this is tho cure 
of love, the orchards of Ametica cau furnish 
an abundance of the remedy. 

The various culinary use's of the apple, it* 
value iu raising aud fattening stock, were 
touched bv the reverend lecturer with great 
humor, and for an hour he held the audience 
delighted with his pictures of country life, in- 
terspersed with wit and pathos, until he closed 
with, "And let me not omit to speak of cider. 
Temperance has banished it from the table, but 
it is creeping back again, not in its own old 
homely name, but under the guise of cham- 
pagne. 

As a temperance man. I cannot advise vou to 
make cider, but I can say, if you will make ei- 
der, I hope you will make it good. 

I will not con-rune more of your time with 
those eloquent periods with which I bad in- 
tended to close this address for two reasons- 
first, it is already too long, and, second, because 
I do not have them at baud." 

FORKST TRl-.ES— REMARKS OK MR. ORIXI.KV. 

Horace Greeley, who was announced to give 
an address ujwn forest trees, said: 

I know at least as much of my subject as the 
two carmen did of Byron, wheu engaged in a 
dispute regarding the merits of his"" poetry. 
"What do you know of By ron?" said one to his 
antagonist "I know all about him, for I have 
carried whole cart-loads of his books." I speut 
years in cutting down the great woods in mv 
boyhood and youth, and alwavs felt as old 
Izack Walton advises us regarding the worm 
w hich we arc about to impale on the hook — "to 
treat him tenderlv." The forest is the glorv of 
the Western world. The European finds our 
fruits eclipsed by his own, but when he beholds 
our fori sis he y ields the palm to their superior- 
ity. 

The American forest, however, is to be found 



1 only on this side of the Mississippi. Wo are so 
accustomed to think we have only tolct the soil 

I alone and the forest will spring up, that we do 

: not consider what vast tracts of land lie west of 
the Mississippi utterly denuded of soil, and 

I swept by tempests and tornadoes. We value 
our blessings by their rarity. Water which 

1 spreads around lis on every side, and air which 
we only recognize by its motion or it* impurity, 
we never know how to value until we are de- 
prived of them. One hundred miles "west of the 
Mississippi an axe-helve cannot lie cut, much 
lets an axle-tree for a broken wagon. 

I never saw such variety of -trees in any other 
country. You cannot tell the blessedness of the 
abundance of our forest trees until you travel in 

I the far West. I have day after day passed over 
the arid soil west of the Mississippi, and not 
found the welcome sharic of a single tree. Only 
those who have lived on those torrid plains can 
know anything of the beauty of the blessed 
shade of our forests. 

Trees are the glory of the East, and yet we 
arc hacking them down as thongh they were 
noxious weeds. I have beard one, who now 

I sits before me (Solon Robinson), advise farmers 

; to cut down their woods aud burn anthracite 

, coal. 

Wendell nolmc<; says the old chant, "Defend 
vonr firesides," is poetry that touches every 
; heart; but who ever heard ' 'Defend your sto"-ss? " 
Let every farmer resolve never to cut downs 
tree without planting two others. 

We are altering our seasons, wc are drying up 
onr springs aud rivulets, and favoring destruc- 
tive fre-hct*. We are making inundations pro- 
duce tw ice the destruction which they have be- 
fore by taking the trees away whose roots have 
heretofore retained the soil in place, retarding 
tin ii velocity, but now they are permitted to 
dash nnobstriicted over the soil. 

Twenty-five acres of mv farm, or rather of 
my w ife's, is forest, fenced so as to exclude all 
the grazing animals, and the only part of it 
which does not cost me more than its return. 

Mr. Greeley discussed at seme length the 
economy and profit of planting waste lands 
with forests, and with great force urged the 
audience to use their Influence In preventing 
the destruction of the natural woods, and closed 
with this appeal: 

Stop afflicting the earth with what you call 
pasturafee, coveriug your land with cattle and 
animals that eat down the plants which wonld 
cover the earth with beauty. 

Friends, I have some before me of those per- 
sons who can be greatly useful In this good 
work, and let no one be silent while his voice 
can be raised against this wrong to the earth. 



MILITARY. 



Facts aiioct Watz». — Water is paradoxical 
and contradictory in its outward and apparent 
qualities. It is at once hard and soft, yielding 
and resisting. It gives way, when permitted to 
do so, with marvellous facility. The slightest 
anil lightest substance dropped nj>on il is ad- 
mitted to its embrace, in strict accordance and 
proportion to its deserts and its densitv. 80 
small a Rubstaneclai a grain of sand is allowed 
to find its natural place at the bottom. A hy- 
drostatic or water-bed is the easiest of con«he«, 
so easy, in fact, that some invalids cannot bear 
it- excessive pliancy aud complete adaptation 
to the ibim ol the sfeeper. Henee the notion of 
Descartes and others, that to explain the phe- 
nomena of water, its ultimate particles must be 
oblong, smooth and flexible, lying one upon 
another, like eels In a tub. 

But water of a given temperature, confined, 
Is of astounding hardness; it is as good as in- 
compressible at that tem|>erature; for what is a 
red actios of from forty-four to fifty-eight mil- 
lionth part* of its volume ' under a pressure 
equal to that of the atmosphere? Mauv solid 
matters— wood for instance — can be squeezed 
into a much smaller than their original bulk; 
the packer's art has attained wonderful perfec- 
tion in inclosing much in little space; but all 
the queen's horses and all the queen's men can- 
not put a quart of water into a pint bottle; the 
cleverest packer in London (which is saying a 
great vjeal) cannot economize the room of a 
table-spoonful. You could sooner drive a nail 
into a solid cube of steel, than you could drive 
one into a cube of water iuclosed in a perfectly 
unyielding box. It is the uusqueezability of 
water wliich gives its enormous strength to the 
hydraulic press. The hardness of water may 
be felt by striking its surface smartly with the 
open band; the quality is also known to unfor- 
tunate swimmers who, intending to pitch into 
the water headforemost, fall llat ou their stom- 
achs instead. 

Pure water k at it* greatest density, or 
heaviest and mow contracted, at four dflgreea, 
1 entigrade (to avoid fractions), or exactly tiiirty- 
nire degrees of Fahrenheit, that is, at seven de- 
gree* above the freezing point; but If the tem- 
perature changes, either way, the water ex- 
pands. From the maximum density up to the 
boiling point, the expansion amount* to the 
four-hundredth part of its volume — a mi re noth- 
ing. If it cool below its maximum density, it 
still expands up te the freezing poiut. Conse- 
quently water w hich is near the point of freezing 
is lighter than water that is only just a tiitle 
Warmer. It, therefore, rises and floats on the 
surface, allowing tiie warmer stratum of water 
to sink. Rivers and lakes, therefore, freeze 
ft . 111 the top downward (which would not h ip- 
pen wet e the density of water to continue to 
increase with increasing eoM\ and the fish and 
water-weeds remain uninjured. Were the case 
othirwi.-e than it is— if our streams and psols 
froze from the bottom — in long-continnel frosts 
they would become solid blocks of ice; aquatic 
plants and animals would perish; and, even in 
cases of partial freeziug, the thaw aud the re- 
turn to a normal state of things would be much 
more tardy than under exisliug circumstances. 
Water still further expands at its conversion in- 
to ice, but with that we have nothing to do. 
Ice is uot water, and with water alone ift are 
dealing at present. 

Colder thau the freezing point water is ice; 
botrcr than the boiiin g point water is steam. 
But not long since the Comte Henri Russel, 
after encountering fifty degrees of cold in 
A-iaiic 8iberia — and mercury freezes at forty- 
eight dt>grces — had to bear fifty degrees of heat 
in Australia. When we rcinemlier that water 
evaporates rapidly at a temperature far below 
the boiling point, we see at once what a tran- 
sitory, Heeling, changeful thing it is. While 
we are looking at it, it is gone; before wo cau 
seize it, it slips through our fingers. Indeed, 
according to B01 le and others, water is a crys- 
tal netting at a low temperature, whose norui.l 
condition is that of ice; in other "words, water 
is an unnatural state of ice; whenever it is not, 
it ought to be ice. Heat dissolves ice into wa- 
ter Jut as it dissolves butter into oil. Batter 
and ice, nevertheless, a r c the proper lorras for 
those liquids to appear in. 

Pure water is protoxide of haJflrogcn. It is 
hydrogen rusted, and that thoroughly aud com- 
pletely, as much as iron rust is oxide of iron; 
only the rusting is done instantaneop-iy instead 
of gradually. Here agiiin we have two sepa- 
rate paradoxes in one. l irstly, hv drogen is the 
lightest form of m itter known, except the ether 
— which we don't know. Two vqlunre.-, of this 
lightest gas combined with f>ne volume of oxy- 
gen, a gas only a trifle heavier than air, form a 
fluid whose weight w e have just been wonder- 
ing at. Secondly, oxygen is eminently the sus- 
lainer of combustion, the life and soul of Are; 
and hydrogen is the combustible which illumi- 
nates our cities, warms our apartments, cooks 
our food, and kills us by its ill timed explosions. 
And vet these two together constitute the ageul 
which wc daily employ, on the smallest and the 
largest scale, to extinguish fire! Verily, there 
are more things in heaven aud earth thaii were 
dreamt of, in Shakespeare's day s, in his phiioa • 
ophv. 

When the scornful mother launched the taunt 
at her son, "That he never would set the Thames 
on tire," and the lad muttered, candlestick in 
hand, "I'm blessed if 1 don't try!" he was more 
in the right than his prejudiced parent. The 
Thames may be set ou fire— although not with 
a tallow-candle — and burnt. It is a question, 
not of possibility, but of purse-strings. Water 
can be separated into its two coustitucnt gases 
(which is an analytical proof of what it is made), 
and the. hydrogen used for lighting purpose*. 
An experimental apparatus ha* been worked at 
the Iuvalides, Paris, aud is working still; but 
the problem of producing gas from water, at a 
marketable price, yet remains unsolved. The 
piocess and Its attendant essays, arc not open 
to public inspection; for voracious plagiarists 
and patentees would pounce upou cheap water- 
gas the moment it was invented. 

A II the Yea r Ruin J. 

F11.1. Yoeu own Pr.M'K. — It takes all sort* of 
characters to com j e B tola greet world-drama, 
and somebody must act them. In other words, 
I believe that every man has bis place iu the 
world, and that he was made specially for that 
place. It is only bv earnestly filling that place 
that he fulliU his destiny, and answers the end 
for which God created him. Confusion and dis- 
appointment ouly arise from our efforts to get 
into some other place than the 0110 for which 
we are intended. The change of our choice is 
limited by the character God has given to us, 
and the circumstances by which he hath sur- 
rounded us, and which have modified that char- 
acter, and developed those faculties. Eteh ruin 
is created with certain possibilities which de- 
termine the direction he must go, and the height 
to which he mav rise.

Leaky hose aluchnienta, broken cap* and boxe«, con- 
"filing hose into jets for an.usement. by either ad* It* or 
children, suffering kente to run when not iu use, arc all 
strictly prohibited. 

37. Constant Flow or Wathi.- Watoring-trouvh* 
iu livery stable*, stock-yards, slaughtajr-bouses, tbe., will 
uot be permitted to receive* constant flow of water, but 
only in such quantities ar will supply the actual want* 
ol the r-tock having-aucce** thereto. Neither will continu- 
ous streams of waior be permitted to flow from hydrants, 
faucets, dr aws, watur-eluseto, urtuals, or any other appa- 
ratus connected with the service pipe, cithor for the want 
of proper repair or for protection against frost. In caie* 
where water is discharged info tanks and the buildings

then fails to appear promptly and pay the fin*, thn water 
will be shut off, and a double fine imposed— which, iu 
addition^) all expenses attending th* shutting off, will 
have to be paid before the water is again turned sn the 
premiscts as well as give satisfactory assurances that 
future abuse* will not dc permitted.
